In fact, some of our mien 
are scontmnaagters and others act in an 
advisory capacity on matters pertain- 
ing to woodscraft and forestry.

At 
our recent rangers’ meeting we asked 
some of the scoutmastora to take an 
active part in the discussion, This 
they ald, and some very yaluable 
ideas were worked out. 

"We are furnishing some 1,600 small 
trees. which are to be pldnted and 
taken care of by the boys at thelr sum.
